Spray Trees 


Is Warning Sent Out 


Today 


The loss of thousands of apple 


trees in southeastern Wisconsin in 
an area extending as far north as 
Oshkosh unless the trees are spray- 
ed as soon as the blossoms fall, was 
today's forecast by Dr. S. 3. Prac- 
ker of the Wisconsin department 
of agriculture. 


The expected canker worm out- 


break has arrived and the worms 
have be^un to strip the leaves from 
apple, and in some cases, elm trees. 
The worms have -developed at a 
serious time, coming 
while 
the 


trees are in blossom. No spraying 
can safely be done until after the 
petals have fallen. Every orchard 
should be sprayed as soon as pos- 
sible, for many of the apple trees 
lost their leaves last year and some 
will be unable to survive repeate3 
defoliation. 


As a resrili of warnings issued 


several weeks ago the county ag- 
ents in many cases have arranged 
for as much spraying as can be 
done with the equipment available. 
Oconomowoc is using the city park 
power sprayer for this purpose, and 
at Oshkosh, County Agent Sell has 
arranged for the loan of the" spray- 
ers owned in Winnehajro 
county.
